LOSSES ARE LIGHT 


(By Cable te The Chicage Tribune.) 
ROME, May 27.—The Italian army 
operating on the Friuli front, which occu- 
pied the towne of Cerignano and Terzo 
two days ago, has crossed the Isonzo and 
is now before the town of Monfalcone, an 
important railroad center on the direct 
road to Trieste. The railway line running 
to Gorits and Grandisca also passes 
through Monfalcone, 
Monfalcone is twenty-two and one-half 
miles from Trieste, and the railroad line 
runs along the Adriatic coast for the en- 
tire distance, so that an army moving 
along that line would have constant sup- 
port from the Italian fleet. 
The forces which ctossed the Austrian 
frontier farther north and ocupied Cor- 
mons have repaired the railroad leading 
thence to Goritz and Grandisca, which 
was cut in several places by the retreat- 
ing Austrians. 


Hard Fighting in Passes. 
The heaviest resistance so far offered by 
the troops of the dual monarchy bas been 
at the Ploecken pass, in the Carnic Alps 
north of Udine, and at the Predil pase, 
south of Pontebba and north of Caporetto, 


are now raging at these passes. 
In the Adige valley, up which the Ital- 
jan force which crossed the frontier near 


Heavier guns 
have been mounted on the Italian gun- 
boats in the lake, which is traversed 
by the frontier line. 

German reinforcements, including sev- 
eral regiments of Bavarians, are on their 
way to the threatened positions in south- 
ern Tyrol by way of Innsbrueck.

Following the example of my grandfather, 
I take today supreme command of Italy's 
forces on land and sea with the assurance 
of victory which your bravery, self- 
abnegation, and discipline will obtain. 
“The enemy you are preparing to fight 
is hardened to war and worthy of you. 
Favored by the nature of the ground and 
skillful works, he will resist tenaciously, 
but your unsubdued ardor will surely 
vanquish him.

HIT NEBRASKAN 


Pacific liner requisitioned by the gov- 
ernment, was lying at its moorings sev- 
enty-five yards off Port Victoria at 11 
o’clock this morning, its decks crowded 
with busy workmen. The harbor was 
filled with vessels of all descriptions 
Nothing vf an extraordinary nature had 
éccurred to arouse suspicion. 

At a few minutes after 11 there wasa 
terrific explosion. The neighborhood was 
shaken for miles around, windows be- 
ing blown in, and chimneys toppled over. 
A huge flame shot up from the Irene’s 
decks. It wae followed by a cloud of 
smoke and a series of crackling explo- 
sions. Then followed a deep roar and 
the steamer was rent from stem to stern, 


Air Full of Splinters. 

The air was filled with a perfect hail- 
storm of fiying splinters. Volumes of 
amoke rolled leisurely upward from the 
spot where the steamer had been moored. 
For a few moments there was nothing 
to mark the locality but a dense cloud 
of dust, steam, and smoke. Then the 
atmosphere cleared. 

The steamer had simply meited from 
sight. On all sides pieces of the wreck~- 
age were falling. The water in which the 
yease| had rested wasinaturmoil. for 
the moment eailors, dockhands, and all 
workers in the neighborhood stood, ap- 
parently expecting a second explosion. 


Only One Man Found. 
The order to rescue any survivors was 
quickly put in action from a dozen steam- 
ers in the vicinity. One eyewitness of the 
explosion said thata sublieutenant aboard 
hie steamer went to a small boat and 
found in it a man, lying unconscious with 
a great gash in his head. 
None of the officers or men of the Prin- 
cess Irene was rescued, say the dispatches 
from Sheerness, all of them having been 
blown to pieces. The only ones to survive 
were the three men who had gone ashore. 
Reporte from surrounding towne show 
that the force of the explosion threw 
fragments of charred wreckage over an 
area of several miles, and broke windows 
in Sittingbourne and Feversham. 
The shock was even felt at South End, 
where the people thought that another 
Zeppelin had arrived and was dropping 


hit us. Moreover, a submarine could not 
have failed to see our name and nation- 
ality, which were outlined in huge letters 
on our sides. 


Light When Ship Was Hit. 

“We left Liverpool on Monday. The 
next night, forty-eight miles off Fastnet, 
at 8:24 o'clock, we were torpedoed. Only 
ten minutes before we had hauled down 
the American flag, but it was quite light 
and the submarine must have seen the big 
white lettering on our sides, which read 
* Nebraskan of New York.’ 
“I was below at the time. There was 
a terrible shock, which threw everybody 
aboard off their feet. Immediately after- 
ward came a tremendous explosion, which 
slightly injured two quartermasters and 
the boatswain, hurled the derricks thirty 
feet high, and blew up the hatches.” 


Crew Agree on Teppedo. 

The members of the crew of the Nebras- 
kan were agreed that the explosion was 
undoubtedly caused by a torpedo. 

The forward part of the ship is com- 
pletely wrecked. Below its water line 
the bottom had beentornaway. The ship 
was saved from sinking by the strength 
of its No. 2 bulkhead, which held back the 
flood and buoyed up the ship. Consider- 
able damage was done to the deck and 
fittings. The steamer's derricks were 
blown away by the force of the explosion.

During 
the night the Turks attempted a counter- 
attack, but this was everywhere repulsed 
with heavy loss. 

During the fighting of these three days 
the Australian corps at Sari Bair, in spite 
of having sent reinforcements to sup- 
port the main attack, successfully held 
their own and resisted all attacks. The 
fighting on these three days was severe. 
Happily a large proportion of the British

“It had been clearly demonstrated that the

Attacks by Australians. 

During May 9 ground was gained every- 
where and consolidated. At 10:45 p. m. 
an attack was brilliantly carried out by 
the Fifteenth and Sixteenth battalions 
of the fourth Australian infantry bri- 
gade. These detachments attacked and 
carried with the bayonet three lines of 
Turkish trenches at Sari Bair and estab- 
lished themselves therein. 

A heavy Turkish counter attack was 
launched at dawn of May 10 and forced 
the Australians back to their original 
trenches, but the gunswf the corps were 
in readiness and they opened fire on the 
enemy at close range. Theexecution was 
terrible and the bodies of Turks lay so 
thick upon the ground as to form an 
obstacle. 

During May 10, 11, and 12 further rein- 
forcements for the French, British, and 
Australian troops arrived. On the night 
‘of May 12 troops of the Twenty-ninth 
division, under Maj. Gen. Hunter Weston, 
undertook an attack against the enemy’s 
extreme right, under cover of a demon- 
stration by artillery and infantry. A 
double company of Ghurkas crept along 
under precipitous sea cliffs and occupied 
a cleft in front of the allied line, where 
‘they dug themselves in during the night. 


Position of Indians Secure. 

On May 13 and 14 the left of the allied 
line was again further advanced and 
the position of the Indian brigade made 
secure. 

On May 17 the Twenty-ninth division 
worked further forward and established 
themselyes in trenches 200 yards in ad- 
vance. The allied artillery was well 
handled. Aided by aeroplane observation 
it destroyed by direct hits a Turkish 
howitzer and exploded a wagon load of 
heavy gun ammunition, as well as demol- 


‘ishing some new Turkish intrenchments. 


On this day Gen. Bridges; commanding 
the Australian division. was mortally 
wounded during an attack on the Aus- 
tralian position.

‘REPORT ALFONSO OFFERS 
PALACE TO POPE AS REFUGE. 


Rumor Persists Benedict Will 
Leave Italy During War—Arch- 
bishop Making Arrangements. 


MADRID, via Paris, May 28, 1:10 a. m. 
—It is said here that King Alfonso has 
offered the Escorial palace to Pope Bene- 
dict as a residence in case the pontiff de- 
cides to leave Italy. 

The Escorial palace is part of the 
famous monastery of San Lorenzo, thir- 
ty-one miles northwest of Madrid. The 
“monastery was built in thesixteenth cen- 
tury. 

Notwithstanding denials made by ap- 
parently responsible persons the report 
persists that Pope Benedict intends to 
leave the vatican and reside in Spain 
during the war. 

It is stated that the Spanish ecclesi- 
asties cffered to the pontiff the seminary 
palace at Santiago de Campostela, in 
Galicia, but the vatican preferred Valen- 
cia on the Mediterranean coast because 
of its proximity to Italy. The archbishop 
of Toledo is reported to have gone to Val- 
encia to make the necessary prepara- 
tions,

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AVIATION RAIDS 
IN MANY PLACES 


Both Allied Airmen and 
Their Enemies Active 
Over Wide Area. 


LONDON, May 27.—Reports were re- 
ceived in London tonight telling of avia- 
tion raids on the following places: 

Ostend—Fifty German soldiers who 
Were passengers in a street car were 
killed by a bomb dropped from an allied 
aeroplane. The railroad station, ship- 
ping in the harbor, and numerous houses 
have been damaged. 

Ludwigshafen —A French aerial 
squadron composed of eighteen aero- 
planes, each carrying 110 pounds of pro- 
jectiles, bombarded a chemical factory, 
one of the most important in Germany. 
Many of the buildings were destroyed. 
The town is opposite Mannheim on the 
Rhine. 

South End—One person killed and 
many injured by bombs dropped by Zep- 
pelins. South End is on the Thames, near 
Sheerness. 


Story of French Raid. 

PARIS, May 28, 1 a. m—An official 
statement issued last night describes the 
French air raid on Ludwigshafen, where 
important munitions factories are report- 
ed to have been set on fire. 

‘* The aeroplanes which bombarded Lud- 
wigshafen numbered eighteen,’’ it says. 
“ They took the air at 3 a.m. Thursday. 
The works of the Badische.Anilin and 
Soda Fabrik company, the largest explo- 
sives factory in Germany, occupy an en- 
tire quarter of Ludwigshafen, near Mann- 
heim, and an important annex has been 
established near Oppau, a mile and a half 
‘from Ludwigshafen. | 

“The aeroplanes threw thirty-seven 
four inch bombs and two six inch bombs 
on the main establishment, and thirty-six 
four inch bombs on Oppau. Allthe bombs 
reached the mark. . 

“Three enormous columns of flames 
could be seen at Ludwigshafen, and later 
the aviators saw Ludwigshafen and Op- 
pau covered by vast volumes of smoke. 

“The aeroplanes were fired at, but all 
returned except one. According to the 
pilots the latter machine was obliged to 
land at Ludwigshafen and was seen to 
be in flames as soon as it landed. They 
believed that the landing, which was 
caused by the enemy’s fire, was effected 
normally and that the pilots burned the 
machine to prevent it from falling into 
the hands of the Germans.” 


Bring Down Austrian Aero. 

FRIULI, Italy, May 26, via Paris, May 
27.—Italian gunners today brought down 
an Australian aeroplane in the first con- 
test of the Italian campaign between 
flying machines and anti-aircraft guns. 

Am aeroplane, rising from behind the 
Austrian lines at 9:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing, darted over the rocky ground in 
front of the Italian positions. 

A field battery opened fire ag it came 
within range. The first shot missed. The 
second struck fairly, causing flames to 
burst from the motor.

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German Submarine Warfare 
Continues Despite Protests 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. | 

Washington, D. C., May 27.—[Special. ]}—' 
Intelligence of the torpedoing of more 
merchant steamers in the war zone today 
convinces administration officials that 
Germany has decided to continue its sub- 
marine warfare upon commerce despite 
the American protest. 3 

This development leaves only the hope 
that Germany will give the required as- 
surance that there shall be no recurrence 
of attacks on American ships or of the kill- 
ing of American noncombatants on enemy 
vessels. That Germany, though declin- 


ling to abandon entirely its submarine 


warfare on shipping, will give such as- 
surances is the semi-official information 
cabled from Berlin to Washington. 

The two ships reported sunk by German 
submarines today were the Morwenna of 
Montreal, a British steamer bound from 
Liverpool to Sydney, and the Betty, a 
Dutch vessel. The Morwenna was caught 
south of the Scilly isles and not orly tor- 
pedoed, but shelled by the submarine. 
One member of the steamer’s crew was 
killed and three injured. The others were 
picked up by a Belgian trawler. The Betty 
was torpedoed in the North sea and the 
crew reached Newcastle safely in their 
boats. 

~~ 

Whatever assurances Germany may or 
may not give in response to President 
Wilson's demands, these occurrences in- 
dicate that neither neutral or belligerent 
merchant vessels are to be immune from 
submarine attacks in the future. 

In any event the continued attacks on 
neutral vessels are likely to draw the 
United States and other neutral nations 
together in an effort to compel Germany 
to abandon its submarine warfare on com- 


merce altogether in accordance with Pres- 


ident Wilson's utterances in the Lusitania 
note. 

Holland, Sweden, and Norway view the 
submarine warfare as does the United 
States.

Grand Jury Indict- 
ment at New York Re-- 
 yeals Teuton Plot. 


New York, May 27.—[Special.]—The use 


man sinews of war is charged in an in- 
dictment handed down this afternoon by 
the federal grand jury against a group 
of five men, three of whom are citizens of 
Germany or Austria-Hungary. 

Unwittingly the steamship Carpathia 
carried 276 barreis of resin to Italy, but 
in those barrels were stowed cyclinders 
of rubber. Next, plans were made to ship 
bales of cotton waste on the steamship 
Cretic containing rubber, but the use of 
the X-ray led to the discovery of the rub- 
ber and the unfolding of the plot now la- 
beled as a conspiracy to defraud the Unit- 
ed States. 


Five Accused Men. 

The five men, who are accused of con- 
spiracy in that they concealed the nature 
of the shipments by false manifests, are 
Harry Salomon, a lieutenant in the Ger- 
man army now here ona furlough; Albert 
Salomon, an American citizen (both are 
members of Salomon Bros. & Co., a local 
firm); Franz Rosenburg; an Austrian who 
has a business in Hanover, Germany; 
Sigmund Karman of Budapest, and Al- 
bert B. Newman of Brooklyn. 

The shipment of the rubber is charged 
to Rosenburg and Karman, and admitted 
by them through their counsel. Their 
explanation is that they were aiming to 
circumvent the allies and were not aware 
that they were violating any law. The 
two Salomons stanchly insist they are 
innocent. , 


What Indictment Charges. 

The indictment charges that the five men 
were in conspiracy between Nov. 1 and 
Feb. 15 last. It says that Newman on 
Jan. 4 signed a manifest shipping 276 
barrels of resin to Italy on the Carpathia 
and swearing that the manifest contained 
a true account of the goods. 

It accuses Karman of appearing before 
Louis Fieischer, a commissioner of deeds, 
and having signed the nathe of A. B. 
Newman to a paper to the effect thata 
shipment of 175 bales of cotton waste was 
being made to Fratelli Gabella in Genoa, 
,and that the goods were not to be re- 
exported. 

The defendants wiil be brought into 
‘ourt tomorrow morning to plead.

about a thousand men, and thirty-eix fleld 
guns, with a few heavier guns, and en- 
gineer troops, signa! troops, royal army 
medical corps troops, and all the warons 
and carriages which are necessary for 
ammunition and supplies, occupied about 
twelve miles of road. 

First came a battalion of infantry, each 
company followed by a couple of pack 
mules carrying ammunition. After the 
battalion came a long column of carts 
for supplies. 

Following the first battalion came two 
others, then two batteries of field ar- 
tillery. then signal troops with their poles 
and reels of wire, then encineer troops 
with some portoons, the boats used for 
building bridges; then royal army medi- 
cal corps troops with ambulances. After 
that came the infantry ammunition 
carts, followed by the artillery reserve 
caissons, and back of all a long wagon 
train. All this with the advance guard 
constituted one of the three brigades of 
the division. 

Almost immediately behind this brigade 
came the second brigade in similar order 
‘and’ after it a battery of 4.7 guns. :

The miles of troops and train on the 
march forming the first two brigades and : 
the third brigade going into billets gave 
a’ very: interesting opportunity to see.

They had the same rifies as the British 
regulars which up to the present has not 
been true of many of the territorial bat- 
talions. The knapsack was the regula- 
tion British knapsack. Like all British 
infantry troops, their pack did not in- 
clude a blanket. They wore the regula- 
tion olive drab cap similar to the cap 
which our troops wear in garrison. 

The campaign in France has shown this 
cap to be poor head cover. In hot weath- 
er it does not give sufficient protection 
from the sun, and in rainy weather it does 
not give sufficient protection from the 
rain. The cloth on the top being 
stretched tight reflects the sun, or in the 
sun shows up in a way which makes them 
easily distinguishable at long distances. 
For this reason many of the officere and

The infantry of this division were 
equipped with the British regulation in- 
trenching tool. . 

The artillery had horses which had been 
well taken care of. The harness and sad- 
dlery were all new and apparently of the 
best material and make. 

The transport wagons were mostly 
drawn by mules, undoubtedly from the 
United States.

The companies were not up to full 
strength.

They varied greatly in height, which, 
after all, makes no difference. It was 
noticeable, however, how many short men 
there were. The men on the whole seemed

In watching them mile after mile, it was 
impossible to keep from comparing them 
with the units seen in France, made up of 
veteran officers, noncommissioned officers, 
and many veteran soldiers, to which the 
young men recently called to the colors 
go, but not until after five or six months’ 
rigorous training In a depot under trained 
officers and noncommissioned officers. 

That the men of Kitchener's new army 
undoubtedly are brave, that they have for 
the most part good physique, that they 
are cheerful, and that they are well 
equipped is without doubt stating noth- 
ing more than the truth. 

That they are well trained for battle; 
that they have the discipline of the whole 
which battle conditions demand, that 
the officers have the confidence in them- 
selves or the men the confidence in their 
officers which must be had by troops if 
they are to withstand modern attacks, 
and, above all, successfully to make mod- 
ern attacks, is to be seriously doubted. 

However far they may have progressed 
along these Lines, they certainly have 
not progressed nearly as far as the more 
recent French conscripts who, after six 
months’ arduous training in a depot, are 
put into an organization in which the offi- 
cers, officers, and a 
large pércentage of the men were not 
only trained soldiers before the war, but 
due to their experience since the war com- 
menced have become veterans.

land. This unusual measure is said to 
have been the outgrowth of an allegation 
that Austria has not permitted the Italian 
consuls in its territory to cross the fron- 
tier to Italian soil. 


Italian Submarines at Pola? 

MILAN, May 27.—Unconfirmed reports 
reached here today that two Italian sub- 
marines penetrated the entrance to the 
harbor at Pola, the Austrian naval base, 
and seriously damaged an Austrian aux- 
iliary cruiser. The submarines are re- 
ported to have fired eight torpedoes at 
enemy fighting units. 


Bush to Join Colors. 

ITALIAN FRONTIER, via Paris, May 
27.—The rush to join the colors continues 
throughout Italy, the volunteers includ- 
ing every age and profession.

The com- 
mon evil is the unwillingness of-an insular a1 
pacific people to make fhe sacrifices necessary to 
military defense. England is rich and was able to 
build a great navy which she flattered herself was 
enough. But it takes more than money to make an 
army on the modern scale. It takes personal self- 
sacrifice, personal service. This she would not pay 
for safety. 

Confident of her naval preponderance, England re- 
Hed upon n®uddling through any crisis, and there 
is a striking paralleliem in American sentiment at 
this time. There is much more talk of building a 
great navy than there is of enlarging and improv- 
ing our army. There is, in fact, a very apparent 
tendency to shirk the latter duty by emphasizing the 
former. 

We cannot avoid responsibility by any such de 
wice. We certainly ought to have a larger and bet 
ter balanced naval defense in both oceans. But 
fet us not deceive ourselves into thinking that by 
tving into our pockets, as the British did, we can 
solve our defense problem. The Danegeld principle 
will not work any better now than it did in Saxon 
Wingland. We cannot buy security any more than 
wre can buy honor or happiness.

The ribbon 
clerk knows literally everything about ribbons, one 
vice president of a metropolitan bank everything 
about foreign exchange, and the humble president 
of a railroad knows all about hard hearted bankers. 
The city man does not meet men. He learns 
the name of his first meighbor above by reading 
of his suicide or divorce in his newspaper. Henry 
Grady cut short a New York career and packed 
up for rural Georgia because no one in his flat 
was able to tell him about the Little girl the under- 
takers had called for. No one in the block knew 
more than that she was a little girl 
The country doctor, the country parson, tho 
country lawyer perhaps lead those who know their 
fellow men, but a place must be made also for the 
country banker. True, he does not see men and 
women, in the tensest moments of domestic life. 
That is reserved for the country doctor, and, in a 
esser degree, the minister. Like the lawyer, teo, 
he is limited to men for the most part fm his deal- 
ings. Women seldom borrow and only infrequent- 
ly require the services of a lawyer. 
But modern economics have armed the lender 
with questions and the entire business life of the 
communfty passes in review before him. Business 
is done on borrowings and the man as well as tho 
transaction passes under the inquisitive eye of the 
lender in the country bank. If the farmer wants 
new machinery, the banker learns the cost of farm 
machinery, the different grades, the different man- 
ufacturers, the uses, the savings as compared with 
the less modern methods. The astute lender als 
discovers how much wheat the borrower has, what 
the prguction is per acre, what other assets the 
borrower has, and why it is that he is out of ready 
cash. In time the erocer, the lawyer, the doctor, the 
smith, and the station agent will knock at his door 
with the story of their lives and ambitions.

HOULD a man be afraid to exer- 
cise because of his heart? How 
should a well man decide this 
question? How should a man with 
a nervous heart decide it? How 
should a man with disabled heart valves 
decide it? ‘ 

To some it would seem silly to ask 
whether well men can harm their hearts. 
Yet a good deal has been written about 
acute dilatation of the heart and some 
office men with very soft muscles are 
afraid to exercise. 

Occasionally there is a report of the 
results of close, careful examination of 
a group of athletes who have just fin- 
ished a marathon or similar contest, in 
which it i» stated that dilatation of the 
heart has been the rule, 

As to persons with sick hearts the 
Schotts of Nauheim and those of their 
school have written forcibly and often 
of the great danger of dilatation of sick 
hearts from what they hold to be over- 
exercise. 

~~ 

The heart isa bag. Or, rather, ttistwo 
bags, for there is one bag, the right, to 
get blood to the lunga, and another, the 
left, to get it to the rest of the body. 
The wall of this bag is elastic. It is com- 
posed of muscle which gives and con- 
tracts alternately. 

The biood returning from the veins 
pours Into this bag. This blood is under 
pressure. It balloons the bag. The mus- 
cle of the. wall responds by contracting. 
It collapses the bag, driving all of the 
blood into the arteries. There is, there- 
fore, a constant opposition between the 
ballooning force of the blood In the heart 
and the collapsing force of the heart 
muscle. 

In fhe period extending from heartbeat 
to heartbeat there is a time in which the 
inflowing blood is ballooning the heart 
and another time in which the muscle is 
collapsing the bag. In this antagonism 
of forces things are going well if the 
muscle force is easily holding its superior- 
ity over the ballooning force. Other 
things being equal the good heart Is the 
one which does not balloon out and di- 
late unduly.

Dr. Williamson, assisted by Drs. Har- 
tung, Moore, and Mosser, have attempted 
an answer to the questions asked above 
by accurately measuring with X-ray ap- 
paratus the hearts of a large number of 
persons. Some were healthy young men 
with sound hearts. Some had heart dis- 
ease, but compensation was fully estab- 
lished. Some others had no heart dis- 
eases, but were afflicted with other dis- 
eases, the nature of which would lessen 
the tone of the heart muscle. Some had 
heart disease with a failure of compensa~- 
tion. 

The hearts of these persons were meas-

ured. They then climbed staire until 
their pulsebeat was around 160 and the 
beating was rapid and “ panty.”, 

The hearts of the well people were less 
ballooned after this violent exercise than 
before. The answer for that group is 
that exercise is good for the heart imme- 
diately and ultimately. 

In the case of the sick persons with 
good compensation, one-half of the hearts 
ballooned less than before the exercise. 
In the case of the sick persons with poor 
compensation nearly one-half ballooned 
less after, as compared with before the 
exercise. This violent exercise was of 
momentary benefit even in heart cases. 

The answer, then, to the last ques 
tion i@ that persons with sick hearts 
under proper direction can exercise with 
iramediate benefit and also with ultimate 
good. Finally, people with nervous hearts 
need exercise above all else.

EXUDATIV®E DIATHESIS. 

Mre. M. 8. G. writes: “ What, in your 
opinion, can be the reason for my 5 year 
old child always having foul breath? 
When he was 3 years of age we had his 
tonsils and adenoids removed. His ton- 
sils were permanently enlarged, and his 
breathing was difficult. Since that oper- 
ation his breathing has been free, but he 
has frequent attacks of sore throat, and 
I believe his hearing is affected slightly. 
‘He is strong and plays outdoors vigorous- 
ly every day, yet hasn't the appetite of 
most robust children. He frequently com- 
plains of headache and dizziness and of 
blurred vision, and runs a temperature 
with every indisposition. I have taken 
him to various doctors, who find nothing 
serious the matter. Upon the advice of 
one doctor I treated the child for worms, 
but could see no improvement. His 
breath continues to be very bad, espe- 
clally when he arises, early in the morn- 
ing, and his complaints of headache are 
becoming more frequent. In Infancy he 
had chronic indigestion for a time.” 

REPLY. 

I think your child has what Is termed by 
Czerny the exudative diathesisa. Such children 
have poor appetites and their breath is often 
foul.. They catch cold and everything conta- 
gious readily. As babies they have milk 
eczema and other ekin eruptions, They have 
adenoids and enlarged tonsils. 

They must bave plenty of fresh alr night 
and day. In cold weather they must be 
dressed for warmth; In hot weather. against it. 
They need to have their diet regulated, Cereals 
should form the bulk of their diet. They should 
have plenty of vegetables. They do not stand 
fates well, nor egg. 

So far as your child ts concerned, my aévice 
is that you take him to some ean/tarium 
equipped thoroughly to examine him from 
every standpoint. First, it ie quite likely that 
he has adenoids. Adcenolds are prone to recur 
after removal in children of thie type. Sec- 
ond, I am sure that he needs a careful study 
of his digestion and a diet based on that study.

Now that Col. Sir William Carington, 
keeper of the privy purse to the king, has 
passed away, following his American 
wife, Juliet, daughter of Francis War- 
den of New York, there only remains in 
the line of succession to Lerd Lincoln- 
shire his youngest brother, the Hon. 
Rupert Carington—formerly in the Gren- 
adier guarde, and now in parliament, 
who makes his home in New 6bouth 
Wales—and his som and namesake 2% 
years of age. 
They will not tnherit Lord Linooin- 
shire'’s marquisate of Lincolnshire, nor 
yet his earldom of Carington and vis- 
county of Wendover, but only his Brit- 
ish and Irigh baronies of Carington. For, 
whereas Lord Lincolnshire inherited 
these two baronies from his father, the 
viscounty, the earldom, and the marqul- 
sate were all bestowed upon him with 
remainder only to his son. 

The Hon. Rupert Carington and his 
gon will likewise inherit from Lord Lin- 
colnshire his hereditary dignity of bord 
great chamberlain to the king, which 
goes to them, and came to him, through 
their descent from the Willoughby d’ Dres- 
bys.

The Hon. Rupert Carington was for. 
merly a very familiar figure In London 
society and in clubland. But he dis- 
appeared from his accustomed haunts 
about a quarter of a century ago, when, 
while serving as A. D. C. on the staff 
of his eldest brother, Lord Lincolnshire, 
during the latter’s term as governor of 
New South Wales, he fell in love with 
an extremely pretty Australian woman, a 
Miss Horsfall, daughter of the heiress 
of a multimillionaire wool king. 

He settled down on his wife's vast prop- 
erty, known as Widgewa, on the Murray 
river, and became in turn himeelf one of 
the most prosperous and influential of 
sheep owners and squatters in Australia, 
being popularly known throughout the 
antipodes as “the boss of ‘Widgewa.”

Lord Lincolnshire received his marqui- 
gate three years ago on his retirement 
from the Asquith cabinet, in which he 
held the office of lord privy seal, and of 
minister of agriculture. He traces his 
descent, like the late Lord Pauncefote, 
from Robert Smith; the Nottingham 
banker, who was such a great friend and 
financial supporter of Prime Minister 
“ Billy” Pitt, and of the iatter’s govern- 
ment 

There was no question of any recog- 
nition of his services until one day Bob 
Smith in chatting with the premier after 
dinner, asked for permission to drive his 
carriage from his residence.in White- 
hall, through the gateway and court- 
yard of the Ho se guards, a privilege 
strictly reserved to royalty, to mimisters 
of the crown, and to certain high digni- 
taries of the court. 

Pitt replied, *‘ No, I cam’t do that. But 
I tell you what I will do: I will make 
you a peer.” He thereupon nominated 
him for a barony of the United Kingdom. 
But George III. objected, vowing that 
as long as he occupied the throne no 
man engaged in trade, such as Robert 
Smith, should ever receive a seat in 
the house of lords. 3

Te was tm vain that Pitt pleaded the 
banker's services to the government, add- 
ing that in his opinion every Englishman 
of reputable character with an assured 
income of $100,000 a year was entitled 
to a seat tn the upper chamber of par- 
liament. Finally, after holding back for 
several years George III. compromised 

‘matters by agreeing to grant an Irish 
barony, which did not carry with it a 
place in the house of lords at Westmin- 
ster, and Bob With became Lord Car- 
ington. 

After George ITI. became crazy and a 
Tegency was established the Irish peer- 
age was transferred into a British one 
and Lord Carington took his seat tn the 
imperial parilament as founder of a 
line of hereditary legislators. The found- 
er of his family seems to have been a 
village apothecary. whose son, Abel 
Smith, died as a Nottingham banker. 
Abel had three sons, the eldest of whom, 
George, was created a baronet, and 
whose ehest son and namesake assumed, 
by leave of the crown, the name of Brom- 
ley in lieu of Smith.

It may be remembered that the late Sir 
Robert Bromley married Lord Paunce- 
fote’s daughter at Washington. Abel 

Smith’s second son, John, was the an- 
cestor of Lord Pauncefote, and changed 
his name to Pauncefote. The third son 
of Abel Smith bore his father’s name 
and had a son of his own name, Robert, 
who became first Lord Carington. Lord 
Carington’s son, following the example 
of the other descendants of the original 
Abel Smith, obtained leave the crown 
to change his patronymic Smith to 
Carington. 

In his early days Lord Lincolnshire 
was regarded far more as a sportsman 
and as a man of pleasure than ae a states- 
man, and was one of the particular 
friends and crontes of King Edward when 
Prince of Wales. In fact he was one 
of the very few companions of King 
Edwaré of whom the latter’s mother, 
Queen Victoria, was fond, and she be- 
stowed upon him many marke of favor, 
promoting him from a barony to an ear!l- 
dom, appointing him to all sorts of of- 
fices, including those of lord in waiting, 
of captain of the corps of gentlemen at 
arms, and governor of the colony of New 
South Wales, where he won for himsedif 
the sobriquet of “‘ Champagne Charlie,” 
py reason of his bounteous hospitality.

Rochester, N. ¥., May 27.—[Specia!.}]— 
The effect of the world war in stimulat- 
ing missions was the story told today at 
the Presbyterian general assembly by seo- 
retaries, fraternal delegates, and re- 
turned missionaries. 
The Rev. Shailer Mathews of Chicago, 
who was elected president of the Baptist 
Northern convention at Los Angeles a 
few days ago and came to Rochester as 
a fratermal delegate representing the 
Baptists and the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, expressed 
the condition alike of the Baptist North- 
ern convention and of the general as- 
aembly. 

Emergency Fund Raised. 

The Presbyterian general assembly |ike- 
Wise began the year with a deficit of 
$290,000 and ends the year with the deficit 
reduced to $84,100. 
A special emergency fund of $571,000 
was raised for China. The total amount 
received for foreign missions from all 
sources was $2,286,819, an increase for 
the year of $115,559. 
“The foreign missionary society has 
had a year unparalleled in its history,” 
said the Rev. Stanley White of New York, 
one of the secretaries of the board, in an 
address. ‘The war is showing us the 
waning power of Mohammed. When 
a holy war was proclaimed there wae no 
response. 
“The foreign nations are being flooded 
with Mterature, which must be counter- 
acted. We must send something as a 
substitute for Huxley, Bradlaugh, George 
Bernard Shaw, and Nietzsche.”’ 
Billy Sunday’s Name Applauded. 
Mention today of the name of “ Billy ” 
Sunday again received enthusiastic ap- 
plause. The praise came from the Rev. 
R. Dycke Shaw of Edinburgh, Scotland, 
who represented the world’s alliance of 
the churches holding the Presbyterian 
system. 

“You in America,” Dr. Shaw said, 
“owe much to Billy Sunday. It is not 
his style, which is peculiar; nor his man- 
ners, which are extraordinary, which 
give him success, but it is the way in 
which he holds Christ before the peo- 
ple.”

OME experts say that the effective- 

ness of the:spinnet ia due te the ir- 

ritating light rays it throws in the 

eyes of the fish; others say the fish 

mistake it for a swimming min- 

now, and again some are equally certain 

that they think it a marauder raiding the 

food supply. Our opinion is, that like the 

blind men who went to see the elephant. 
they are all right. 

With slight modifications, most spins 
ners are made on the general lines of the 
models made famous by Hildebrandt—the 
Slim Eli, long and slender; the Standard, 
spoon shaped; and the Idaho, more 
rounded and stouter. 

The Slim Eli spins close to the shank 
and is a good imitation of a shiner min- 
now. The No. 3% in nickel is about right 
for normal waters for bass, and the same 
size in brass or gold, or the No. 4in nickel, 
for murkier waters and for pickerel. The 
No. 8% in copper is fine for clear tserams 
and spring fed lakes. The standard is 
best in tandem, sizes B and ©, and in 
waters of ordinary clearness. 

The Idaho spins wide, or out from the 
shank, and is by far the most effective 
for very roily waters and dull days. Gold 
or brass is the best finish for this modél; 
nickel next. Pearly spinners are valuable 
when fishing over gravel bedd or cobble- 
stone bottoms. The “ Little Wonder” 
is a good parti-colored spinner.

There is a big difference in spinners—a 
good one spins freely and has a reversible 
blade soit swings Back when a fish is 
hooked and thus remains neutral, in the 
ensuing battle, by not catching in the 
weeds. It should not require a swivel and 
must have a snap fastening so files, etc., 
can be easily changed. 

The original spinner was the bowl of a 
common teaspoon with a hook attached. 
Then some one conceived the idea of sub- 
stituting a fly for the hook. which waa an 
improvement. Now spinner and fly, spin- 
ner, fly, and pork rind, spinner and frog, 
or minnow and other combinations are 
used by thousands of casters and trollers 
—and they are fish getters, too. 

You can buy the best single spinners 
(except gold plated) for 15 or 20 cents, s0 
it is poor policy to try to economize on 
them by buying cheaper ones. Three or 
four spinners, single and tandem, and two 
or three flies, all being interchangeable, 
make quite a complete outfit and occupy 
— room in the tackle box.

The health committee of the city coun- 
‘cil yestérday entered into the fly preven- 
tion campaign with energy. Its special 
subject for immediate action is the clay 


hole filled with garbage and other insect 
breeding refuse. 


The subject came before the aldermen 
on the petition of several hundred resi- 
dents of the Fifth and Twenty-ninth 
wards concerning a clayhole in an aban- 


doned brickyard at Archer and Califor- 


nig avenues. It is 150 feet wide and 700 


. feet long, and is partly filled with water, 
in some places ten feet deep. 


Can’t Find Owner. 


The recommendation of the department 
was that the hole be filled at once, but 
‘some doubt was expressed whether serv- 
ice could be obtained upon the owner of 


record, Lucy Loebstein, as the taxes on 


the property have not been paid for four 
years, and her name does not appear in 
the directory. If service were obtainable 
she could be served with an order to abate 
the nuisance, but even this procedure was 


| regarded as too slow. 


* I'd like to see a test made of this case 
to see how rapidly we can put an end to 
such nuisances,’ said Chairman Willis 
O. Nance. ‘‘ There are dozens and possi- 
bly hundreds of such holes in the city 
that are breeding places for disease arid 
disease carriers such as the fly and the 


mosquito. 
Would Fill Them Up. 


“Garbage and waste are dumped in 
them at night, and one of the finest things 
we could do for the city would be to have 


them filled up.”

OTHER TOWNS JOIN IN. 


Maywood has taken up the oll sprayer !n 
defense against the mosquito. With the 
authority of the village, laborers already 
have been sent out with oil mixture to oil 
suspicious pools and to locate sources of 
mosquito supply. 

D. W. Gaskill, city bacteriologist. who 
lives in Maywood, announced yesterday 
that the Boy Scouts of the suburb were 
mobilized last night for the purpose of 
making a mosquito survey of the neigh- 
borhood. All wet places where mosqui- 
toes can breed will be mapped in order 
that application of oi] may be made most 
efficiently. 


May Have Tag Day. 

“Thus far the town of Maywood has 
supplied the funds for the oiling, but as 
the work ‘develops it may be found de- 
sirable to hold a tag day or something of 
the kind to raise necessary funds,"’ said 
Mr. Gaskill. ‘Oak Park, Forest, Park, 
and River Forest are showing an inter- 
est in the work, and we hope for their full 
cotperation. We hope also that Bellwood 
and Melrose Park will cotperate. 

“Our men in Maywood have been 
working inthe most obvious places, which 
are along the tracks. It will be the work 
of the Boy Scouts to find all the breeding 
places and mark them by signs on trees 
or some similar method, go that the oilers 
can find them readily. 

Will Prepare a Map. 

“A map also will be prepared. Where 
towns are close together, as they are on 
the Desplaines river, it is highly desir- 
able that they coéperate in the mosquito 
fighting.”

“TI nearly went crazy. I started for 
the house, but on the way I met Clarence 
Shaver. 

*** We've got to stick together,’ he said. 
He offered me money to skip to Canada, 
but I wouldn't go. Then he took me to 
the Fort Dearborn hospital and tried to 
get a private room for me to stay in 
When they said it would cost $25 a week 
he said that would be al) right. 

“They wouldn't have me in the hos- 
pital, though. A doctor sald there was 
nothing the matter wifh me. After that 
Clarence and I went to the Transfer hotel 
at North Clark and Division streets. He 
pent the night with me there. In the 
morning he advised me to write the note 
to my landlady saying I was going to 
commit suicide. I would have, too, but 
I jost my nerve.” 

His story accounted, among other 
things, for young Shaver’s whereabouts 
through the night. Shaver, arrested on 
his return home early in the morning, said 
he had spent the night elsewhere because 
he didn't want to sleep in the room ia 
which the suicide had occurred. 


Tilegal Operation Revealed. 

In the meantime Dr. Shaver’s story also 
had been shaken. A nurse who had called 
to see her said the woman physician re- 
turned home at 6 o’clock Wednesday 
evening and informed by Harvey what 
had happened, went away again. 

The autopsy established the fact that 
the Johnson girl had been the subject of 
a criminal operation. Coroner Hoffman, 
however, was not satisfied. He evolved 
a theory that the girl might have been 
dead as a result of the operation when 
he bullet was fired into her head, In 
an effort to substantiate thie theory he 
had his four staff surgeons perform « 
second post mortem. What they discov- 
ered will not be officially announced until 
the inquest hearing this afternoon, but ft 


was reported they found the bullet was/ 


the direct cause of death. 


Admits She Faces 

Before Dr. Shaver relapsed into silence 
at the advice of attorneys she tried to 
explain the delay in reporting the death 
to the police. 

*“ Several months ago I was tried on 4 
charge of performing a criminal opera- 
tion,” she sald. “The jury disagreed. 
and I am to be tried again. I feared that 
in this case the same suspicion might 
attach to me, although I had not operated 
on Miss Johnson."
